ANNUAL REPORT 

ITEMl. 

GENERAL STATEMENT 

It is the custom of the State Highway Commissioner to 
include in-hia annual report a general discussion of the 
highway situation in Connecticut, supplementing previous 
statements regarding conditions with developments that 
have occurred within the preceding year. In order to 
clearly indicate what is his opinibh of the situation, an 
attempt will be made to' present a brief butline of condi- 
tions as they occur, and thereafter discuss in detail each 
one of the heads of this outline.

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This outline is intended to present in concrete form a 
picture of the highway situation in this State. The detailed 
discussion will reveal information which should be of vital 
interest to everyone interested in State affairs. 

Under Topic 1, it is hardly necessary to give detailed 
figures regarding the increase in highway traffic. Never- 
theless, previous reports have pointed out from time to 
time a detailed increase in traffic, and an effort has been 
made to convince the reader that this increase in traffic 
is worthy of careful attention in connection with public 
affairs. The State of Connecticut is at the present time 
the owner of a highway system upon which is operated 
motor vehicles owned locally to the number of about 150,- 
000. The average mileage per trip of passenger cars is 
approximately 27. This figure is secured from observa- 
tions taken on 544 cars at two widely separated points and 
covers trips in the aggregate of 19,500 miles. The ap- 
proximate number of gallons of gasoline consumed per 
passenger car per year is 600. The total gallonage of gas- 
oline consumed by motor vehicles in this State is approxi- 
mately 68,000,000 which at 25c a gallon (which is below 
the market price) , means an expenditure for gasoline alone 
of $17,000,000 yearly. There is a passenger motor car for 
every fourteen persons. There is scarcely a man, woman 
or child in the State who at some time or another is not 
a passenger in an automobile. There are few commodities 
which at some time in the process of production are not 
transported in a motor car or truck. 

Our population is passing in all directions over the high- 
ways in increasing numbers at increasing speed and with 
and imperative desire for comfort and convenience. At 
certain points in the State, the number of car movements 
will reach 200,000 per year, and on certain days the total 
number of car movements in the State will total close to 
a million. The streets and thoroughfares of our cities 
and our state highways are thronged with passenger cars. 
To satisfy the needs of this increasing traffic (under Topic 
2) the State Highway Department has what may be con- 
sidered an inadequate highway system. 

We have expended on our state highways approximately 
$40,000,000 since 1895. On the system, some $30,000,000 
in value remains. Fifteen per cent, of the total number 
of miles of roads in the state has been improved by State 
funds in several ways: First, on a trunk line highway 
system ; second, on a system of feeder or State Aid roads, 
and third, by special agreement with towns on both kinds 
of roads. 
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UNFINISHED TRUNK LINE SYSTEM 

In Topic 2 (a), we mention an unfinished Trunk Line 
highway system. This, established by the State legislature 
(as indicated in several previous reports) includes approxi- 
mately 1600 miles of which but 1,000 miles have been im- 
proved. With the traffic existing and with a need for de- 
velopment of the State, extensions of this system must go 
forward at a reasonably economic rate. 

WORN-OUT STATE HIGHWAYS 

Under (b) Topic 2, we have a large mileage of obsolete 
and worn-out state Trunk Line highways which must be 
replaced in order to accommodate this traffic previously 
mentioned. Replacement of these obsolete types must be 
carried on and means provided to accelerate, if possible, 
the speed at which this work is being done. . These Trunk 
Line roads are those which connect main centers of popu- 
lation or provide thoroughfares over which the long dis- 
tance, high sp'eed motor vehicle traffic can reasonably ex- 
pect to travel safely in the pursuit of pleasure or business. 

FEEDER ROADS 

In addition to this system of highways which is unfin- 
ished or partially obsolete, we have another type of state 
highway, namely the feeder or State Aid road which 
is intended to give access to thoroughfares and to pro- 
vide locally for the reasonable and comfortable use of the 
passenger car and the development of the community. 
About 600 miles of this type are completed, and in order 
that our State may proceed with reasonable speed in its 
progress and development, provision must be made for 
the general improvement of conditions by the extension 
of these feeder roads to the extent of about 8,000 miles. 

DANGER 

None the less important to the public welfare under (d) , 
Topic 2 is the question of safety. The State Highway De- 
partment has been under considerable difficulty owing to 
the increase of traffic and the consequent decrease in safety. 
While accidents occur frequently at points of less danger, 
nevertheless the liability for accidents exists at grade cross- 
ings of railroads or at those points where the vision is 
obstructed, -the road narrow, or grades and locations un- 
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satisfactory. It is certain that steps must be taken to 
systematically remove dangerous conditions from our high- 
ways with greater celerity, than we have practiced in the 
past. 

REMEDY 

All of these conditions connected with an inadequate 
highway system demand a need for remedy as stated in 
Topic 3. These remedies must provide more highways 
both in extensions and replacements, and at the same time 
an improvement of existing conditions so that the public 
may travel with less liability of accident and with less strain 
upon their nerves. 

DIFFICULTIES 

There are certain difficulties (stated in Topic 4) in the 
way of providing these remedies at sufficient speed to sat- 
isfy the heeds or demands of the public. The first of these 
is shortage of money. As stated in previous reports, to 
complete the Trunk Line highway system and to replace 
all highways of obsolete character, would require an ex- 
penditure of between $35,000,000 and $40,000,000, this 
expenditure without regard to the improvement of feeder 
roads or the removal of dangerous conditions. 

There are numerous advocates of a radical change in 
the doctrine of pay-as-you-go in Connecticut. Some of 
these seriously recommend the issuance of bonds for the 
purpose of providing additional highway facilities immedi- 
ately. Disregarding the financial objections to this scheme 
entirely, since it is not the province of the state highway 
commissioner to discuss finances, attention must be called 
to the following extremely important fact. 

As stated under (b) Topic 4, for purposes of public con- 
struction work, there is a remarkably inadequate supply 
of labor and the materials produced by labor. To prove 
this general statement, it may be well to call .attention to 
the fact that during the season of 1922, the labor supply 
in Connecticut was so short as to seriously hamper the 
contractors' work on the highways and result in an under- 
manning of all construction jobs to such an extent as to 
seriously curtail the amount of work which could possibly 
be done. This condition is not peculiar to Connecticut, but 
is apparently prevalent in all those States in which business 
conditions are on an upward scale. The inevitable result 
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of a shortage of labor is two-fold. There is a reduction 
in the amount of work done and an increase of wages. 
These raise the cost of highway construction above what 
might be considered a reasonable amount. Relief for the 
shortage of labor does not seem to be in sight. There is 
a tremendous amount of public work to be done, and as 
business conditions improve men will properly take ad- 
vantage of employment in work of a higher character, of 
better pay and of easier physical effort, with the- conse- 
quent decrease in the number available for highway work. 
With all possible advantage derived from the use of ma- 
chinery and equipment, there must always be large num- 
bers of unskilled laborers employed in public work of the 
particular class in which highway construction is included. 
It would seem evident, therefore, that the limit of work 
to be done cannot be measured by the amount of money 
expended, but must be measured by the amount of labor 
and material produced by labor available for this purpose. 
No remedy for this condition can be suggested without 
going far afield into the realms of political economy nor 
without careful consideration of the immigration laws; but 
if the demand for highways is to continue and is to be met 
by the state highway departments of this and other states, 
some relief for the labor conditions must be found which 
will provide temporarily, at least, for an increase in the 
supply of labor and a material improvement in the speed 
at which highway construction is carried on. 

MOTOR VEHICLE FEES 

Leaving for the moment particular definite highway mat- 
ters, we should turn our attention to Topic 5 — the result 
of the recent increase in motor vehicle fees with regard 
to the State Highway Department. As a result of an ear- 
nest effort on the part of your commissioners having this 
matter in charge, to fairly allocate the cost of motor vehi- 
cle fees among the different types of motor vehicles and to 
return to the State Highway Department a sufficient 
amount of money to at least keep abreast with its replace- 
ment and reconstruction work, fees were established at 
the last session of the legislature which resulted in the re- 
turn to the State Highway Department of approximately 
$3,500,000 per year for use in maintaining or reconstruct- 
ing highways. In other words, the total expenditures of 
the Department are twice the receipts from this source. 
Regardless of general statements to the contrary, I can see 
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no unfairness or injustice in the motor vehicle fees as at 
present established. Minor adjustments may be made, 
but in general the result is good, the fees are fair, and the 
money returned is adequate for the purpose to which it is 
applied. In general, this $3,500,000 is approximately 
divided as follows : On the ordinary maintenance of high- 
ways which includes- the surface maintenance, oiling, 
dust-laying, cleaning of shoulders, removal of snow and 
ice, cleaning of ditches, cutting of grass, brush and trees 
and the purchase and maintenance' of equipment neces- 
sary to carry on these' particular features, the sum of 
$2,000,000 per year is allowed, The remainder of the 
fund is placed generally' under contract for replacement 
of obsolete or "wornoufr types of surface with the result that 
approximately forty 1 miles of this character of work i» 
done' yearly. The' motor vehicle fees have paid ; for a? 
large' number of interesting and 1 advantageous pieces of 
construction' work' as* follows :

Among special types of construction may be included the 
following : 
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Fairfield: A dangerous corner in the center of Fair- 
field near the bank was widened in co-operation with the 
town and the bank officials. Property was donated by the 
bank officials and the sidewalk and curb reconstructed in 
a new location, giving an additional width of travel path 
of approximately 20 feet. This was surfaced with bitumin- 
ous concrete, opening up the corner for eastbound traffic. 

Vernon: A. dangerous turn west of Talcotville on the 
Rockville road was made safe by the cutting down and re- 
moval of the bank PA the inside of, the curve, so, thai, anjple, 
sight line is afforded for. travel. 

Plainfield: Two corners, north of Plainfield were 
widened and surfaced, opening up ample width of highway 
at. dangerous turns.. 

Pomfret: About, one-half mile west of Pomfret sta- 
tion at AveriH's, corner, the necessary property was do- 
nated by the owner and the corner cut back for a distance 
of 75 f eeti Tnis corner had' previously been the ' sijeae of 
a number of serious accidents. 

Derby: Due. to, the, trolley situation, inueh^ trouble, 
enqo'uhtqred; in bundling traffic a^ T ' 



had been e^iiqduhtereo; in bundling traflfec a£^as|b Derby

Fairfield: At the bridge over Mil-1 River, west of Pair- 
field, center, a concrete retaining wall was constructed on 
the north side of the- road; apd the pavenient widened out 
to the base of the wall, affording ample width for two lines 
of traffic and eliminating the possibility of an accident 
through a railing of insufficient strength. 

North Canaan : A railroad underpass of insufficient 
height and width existed. The underpass was, widened 
and the road lowered to take care of this condition. 

Plainfield: A special type of warning for an approach 
to a grade crossing was installed at Bishop's crossing. 
This consists of an "island" of fence construction placed 
in the middle of the road with flashing signals installed 
at the entrance of the approach. The travel is diverted 
to the right of these "islands" in the approach to the 
crossing, giving ample opportunity and warning of the 
danger. 
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Newington: A special type of concrete railing was 
installed on a section of the Berlin Turnpike, north of Ber- 
lin. This railing consists of precast concrete posts having 
a base of 12" x 18" and 12" in height, with a total height 
of 3V6 feet. 2x6 timber forms the bottom rail, the top 
rail consisting of a 94" galvanized wire cable which is 
anchored in the ground at either end of each section. 

Windsor: In connection with the Town of Windsor a 
section of concrete road has been constructed at the bank 
corner at Windsor Center by which travel going towards 
Poquonnock keeps to the right of the trolley track avoiding 
danger of collision at this point. 

Southington: A section of bituminous concrete pave- 
ment over a concrete base has been constructed from 
Plantsville to Milldale. This differs from the ordinary 
type in that a 6" concrete curb extends to the surface in 
the center of the pavement throughout its entire length, 
this giving a definite division line for north and south- 
bound traffic. 

Berlin: A section of concrete road has been resur- 
faced with sheet asphalt, also five (5) experimental sec- 
tions have been resurfaced on this road. Each section is 
approximately 150 feet in length and five different types 
of bituminous concrete have been constructed for the pur- 
pose of determining from actual wear, the type which is 
most fitted for this class of work. 

Cheshire: A section of concrete road in* the Town of 
Cheshire has been resurfaced with sheet asphalt pavement. 

East Haddam: On the road from East Haddam to 
Moodus at the dangerous turn about one-half mile north of 
East Haddam the rock has been cut back on the inside of 
the turn and filled on the outside of the turn on the river 
bank, opening up the sight line so that travel can safely 
proceed. 

Mansfield : During Farmer's Week a section of experi- 
mental road was constructed at Storr's College to demon- 
strate the construction, maintenance and repair of a gravel 
road. 

Surely there can be no objection on the part of the motor- 
ist when his money is used directly for the purposes above 
outlined if the money is honestly and well spent, and ap- 
parently the only measure that we can give of the efficient 
spending of this money is in results to the public. The 
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chief question, therefore, in connection with Topic 5 is: 
Are the roads themselves, kept in good repair for a reason- 
able amount of money honestly spent? The answer to this 
is hard to find in definite, well proven words. It is only 
by comparison that answers can be found, and in general 
it may be said that the work done in this line is about the 
same cost as in other places, and the result a little bit 
better in character. 

GASOLINE 

Turning our attention from the motor vehicle fees to 
the gasoline tax (under Topic 6) and its reference to the 
highway situation, the gasoline tax is closely related to the 
motor vehicle fee and was added by the last legislature 
for the purpose of providing additional revenue for the 
State. Being collected from the motor vehicle, there has 
been a general feeling that the money was expected to go 
into the highways. This money, however, is only indirectly 
applied to the highways as it is turned into the general 
fund from which other appropriations for the highways 
are made 1 . Whether or not this gasoline tax should be 
directly turned over to the State Highway Department 
is a question for serious discussion. 

TRAFFIC CENSUS 

Under Topic 7, consider the traffic census. The first part 
of our discussion was confined to the increases in traffic. 
While it is perfectly true that everyone knows of the tre- 
mendous increase in traffic, little is definitely known re- 
garding the actual total amount, its distribution, character, 
purpose, capacity or total magnitude: Feeling the need 
for information of a concrete nature, this Department, in 
co-operation with the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, estab- 
lished a system of traffic counting about a year ago, and 
has carried it on up to the present time with marked success 
in the securing of results with surprising facts developed 
in the general knowledge of traffic and with a considerable 
value in determining the location for future improvements. 

Certain of the high lights in the picture may be stated 
to indicate the interesting features of traffic. First, it is 
proven that the use of the motor truck follows well defined 
lines established by the condition of business ; that as busi- 
ness improves and the need for speed to deliver increases, 
the use of the motor truck increases. The number of com- 
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moditiea handled by motor truck is large, the greatest use 
being in the transportation of agricultural products, gro- 
ceries and luxuries, and the higher type of manufactured 
articles is especially adapted to transportation by this 
means. Definite figures of different amounts of commodi- 
ties have been secured and can be published with a definite 
report on traffic which will probably be presented publicly- 
later. 

So far as passengers are concerned, we know the number 
of passengers that are being carried over the highways 
and can compare the cost of transporting these passengers 
by motor truck with the cost by rail. We can definitely 
determine whether or not there is a need for extensions 
in trolley lines and what effect the construction of a road 
may have on the general transportation system so far as 
passengers are concerned. We can probably prove the need 
for highway construction in certain sections by comparing 
those sections with similar places where highway improve- 
ments have been made. We have definite information and 
are securing more of it regarding the effect of traffic on the 
highways and the effect of highways on the traffic. In 
other words, we are attempting to apply a specific formula 
to a problem where heretofore we have used generalities 
for solution. 

GENERAL 

Under Topic 8, general and minor considerations, it 
would be well to call attention to the fact that the State 
Highway Department is entrusted with a large amount 
of work which does not apparently connect itself with the 
actual maintenance of highways but which in itself is so 
closely allied to highway work as to prevent its being placed 
elsewhere. Under these activities may be classed the sign- 
ing and posting of highways for safety and convenience, 
the maintenance of ferries and draw bridges, the collection 
of tolls on the toll bridges which tolls are turned into the 
State Treasury and not used on the highways. We main- 
tain a large fleet of motor trucks for maintenance pur- 
poses, and have in our possession material, equipment and 
property of a large value. This State owns land here and 
there throughout its boundaries where the activities of the 
State Highway Department are centered. We have a large 
plant in Portland, worth a great deal of money, in which 
our equipment and reserve supplies are stored and from 
which different supplies are shipped. Oil tanks and gravel 
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pits exist at many places throughout the State, and it is 
no small duty to keep careful track of the property, its con- 
dition and location. 

We are constantly called upon for advice in connection 
with the activities of the towns in the improvement and 
maintenance- of their roads and bridges. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We now come to Topic 9 — recommendations. This De- 
partment as at present constituted is equipped and able 
to expend not to exceed $8,000,000 per year for highway 
purposes. 

This money can be divided so as to provide for a mini- 
mum amount of work to be done under the different items 
included in the list of work hereafter reported. 

This division be made as at present by the presentation 
of a budget to the Board of Finance prior to each session 
of the legislature. 

Any attempt to increase this amount unreasonably would 
result in possible loss in efficiency and the opening up of 
a large amount of work which would remain unfinished 
from year to year. 

A considerable sum should be applied to the elimination 
of grade crossings and the improvement of conditions at 
narrow bridges, dangerous curves and unsatisfactory loca- 
tions. 

Money for this work should be specifically appropriated 
for the purpose and the selection of locations be. left in the 
hands of the State Highway Commissioner. 

Little has been said regarding the participation of the 
towns in the repair of State Aid Roads, but reference to 
the report made in 1921 would result in finding that at 
that time we recommended that the towns pay nothing for 
the repair of highways, and the same recommendation is 
made at the present time, namely that the towns pay for 
a share of the cost of constructing the feeder or State Aid 
Roads under the present law and that their participation 
in the repairs be ended because the state highways are 
subjected to traffic which cannot be considered local, and 
the increase in cost of repairs is not a fair charge against 
the local community. 

As a result of the many serious accidents to automobiles 
on the highways and to employees of the department, and 
because of the legal liability placed on the State Highway 
Commissioner, I earnestly request that some form of insur- . 
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ance or some legal bureau be established in order that 
these matters may be expeditiously and fairly handled. 
Attention is called to Item 2 Table x which shows the extent 
and nature of accident and compensation claims .made 
against this Department. 

From time to time, as the work of the legislature devel- 
ops, it will be necessary for me to make certain specific 
recommendations in the form of reports. Copies of these 
reports will be submitted to the Governor. 

FINANCES 

Item 2. — Tables (a) to (zzz) present the financial 
statement of this Department from June 30, 1921 to June 
30, 1922, including the details of expenditures and receipts 
of all funds handled by this Department. 

Item 3. — Tables (a) to (o) give complete details of 
work done, both construction and reconstruction cost, and 
mileage under the different appropriations for the year. 

Item 4. — Tables (a) to (d) show the general state- 
ment of expenditures for repairs and maintenance of high- 
ways. 

Item 5."- — This table shows the estimated value of large 
equipment owned by this Department, but does not include 
small tools or equipment which are worn out and charged 
to construction or maintenance direct, 

EXPENDITURES 

The total gross expenditures of the Department from 
June 30, 1921 to June 30, 1922, are $5,997,849.11. The 
refunds from all sources for the corresponding term are 
$1,534,759.92, making a total net expenditure for the year 
$4,463,089.19. The net income from automobile fees for 
the corresponding term was $3,405,084.75. 

The expenditures for the actual work of the Department 
are made under three heads: First, construction of high- 
ways; second, construction and maintenance of bridges; 
third, maintenance, repair and reconstruction of existing 



The amounts spent during the period covered by this 
report on all State roads and bridges are as follows :

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The overhead expenditures which include the cost of the 
office and engineering for all the Department was $203,- 
960.84. This sum does not include the sums paid for re- 
pair supervision, but was spent in administering the whole 
Department and in engineering and inspecting on work 
to the total of $3,755,731.71. 

It will be noticed that mention is made of the mainten- 
ance, repair and reconstruction of highways. Maintenance 
and repair of highways may be defined as those operations 
which are made to keep existing highways in a reasonably 
passable and usable condition, including the removal of 
snow and cleaning and opening of water courses, while 
reconstruction may be denned as the replacement of worn 
out surfaces or structures already existing with new and 
adequate substitutes. The details are carefully classified 
in the tables submitted with this report. 

A total of 77.45 miles has been built during the term 

covered by this report which brings the total net mileage 

of State highways, including both State Aid and Trunk 

Line to 1,695.03. During the same period, the Department 

reconstructed 60.74 miles. The total mileage for all roads 

is shown in Item 3. 

! While the above mileage may appear small in comparison 

! with the expenditures of the Department, there is a large 

I amount of mileage under construction at the close of this 

report which should be included in a careful consideration 

of conditions. In other words, the completed work never 

tallies up with the expenditures, as money is always being 

expended on uncompleted work while the report only covers 

i that work which has been accepted.

It will be noticed that the expenditures of $104,893.16 
for supervision and office is made in administering and 
expending the sum of $830,620.84, ordinary repairs to 
Trunk Lines, plus $162,412.30, ordinary repairs to State 
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Aid roads, or $993,033.14. This expense includes all ex- 
penditures. 

The following amounts were spent for repair equipment, 
including motor trucks, crushers, rollers, scrapers and 
other small tools :

The gross expenditure for this purpose for the period 
covered by this report is $242,165.61, and the policy of this 
Department is to charge this equipment against the jobs 
on which it is used at a price equal to the ordinary rental 
of similar equipment from outside sources. Refunds are 
paid back to the Repair Department on this basis and in- 
cluded in the expenditures for ordinary repairs. Con- 
sequently, the net cost of equipment for the period men- 
tioned, reduced by the rentals charged against the Repair 
fund is $90,559.63, that is the rentals charged against the 
Department by the equipment account are $151,605.98. 

The United States Government has turned over to this 
Department a large number of motor trucks, 127 of which 
are now in operation in the maintenance of highways. In 
addition the Department has also received from the United 
States Government eight tractors. The total value of these 
is $188,429.00. As was previously stated, there is a re- 
pair plant constructed in Portland for our ordinary needs 
and has proved of vital importance in the receipt and re- 
pair of material allotted by the United States Government 
to the State of Connecticut. 

STATE AIDED ROADS 

Unfinished Sections 

Scattered throughout this report will be found reference 
to State Aid or feeder roads. I would like to explain again 
clearly the provisions of the statutes under which these 
roads are built and the actual results secured. State 
Aided roads are built by three methods : 

First by the regular appropriation of a sum of money 
by the legislature which is divided equally among those 
towns making application at a given specified date. The 
proportion of the cost of construction of these roads is as

follows: For towns having a grand list of in excess of 
$1,250,000, the town's share is one-quarter. For those hav- 
ing less than $1,250,000, the town's share is seven-eighths, 
the State paying the remainder. The result of this first 
method of road construction is that we have widely scat- 
tered pieces of state aided roads which gradually are being 
brought into connection one with the other, but so long as 
the present method is followed will be disconnected and end 
abruptly at unexpected places. 

Attempts were made to obviate this difficulty in two ways 
which comprise the second and third method of con- 
structing State Aided roads. 

The second method was to allow the towns to construct 
extensions of roads and pay for them, receiving refunds 
from the State as State appropriations become available 
and are made under the laws providing for the construction 
of State Aided roads. A considerable amount of work was 
done by the towns under this Act, but resulted in the con- 
struction of roads by only those towns possessing consider- 
able wealth. The rate of payment under appropriations 
made for the State aid appropriation is comparatively 
small, so that the obligation on the town is a long time 
obligation and is paid up slowly. Notable examples of 
work done under this appropriation occur in Stamford, 
Branford and New Canaan, and are being gradually paid 
off whether general appropriations for State aid construc- 
tion are made or not. 

The third method of doing away with the disconnection 
of State Aided roads was instituted by the legislature of 
1919 under recommendations of the highway commissioner 
whereby a certain sum of money is appropriated for the 
purpose of completing gaps in the State Aid system in one 
operation rather than allowing the work to be divided up 
over several terms. The result of this particular method 
was to provide certain towns, advantageously located, with 
connections in the State Aided System and a consequent 
great advantage to that individual town, whereas in other 
towns where the need was not so great or the town not 
wealthy enough to take care of its share of a large expendi- 
ture, the gaps are left and the work is going more slowly. 
Under this system of constructing State roads, material 
improvements have been made in the Towns of Eidgefield, 
Westport, West Haven, East Lyme, Waterford, Lisbon, Le- 
banon, Coventry, Milford, Orange, Southbury, Thomaston, 
Watertown, Thompson, Winchester and Shelton. 

The difficulty with this method of operation is as stated 
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above, to concentrate work in certain towns with the re- 
sult that certain other towns are not as much benefited. 
The beneficial results of adding to the State highway sys- 
tem those uncompleted sections of State Aided roads 
seem to me to more than offset the possible injustice. 



FEDERAL AID 

The Congress of the United States established the prac- 
tice of participation by the Federal Government in the con- 
struction of highways. Since the inception of this prac- 
tice, the United States Government has appropriated to 
the States the large amount of $400,000,000.00. This sum 
is divided among the States in proportion to their area, 
population and mileage of rural routes. Under this meth- 
od of allotment, the State of Connecticut has received a 
total of $2,491,600.87. On first examination; it will be 
noted that this sum is small. This is, of course, due to the 
fact that the State is small in area and in mileage of roads. 
It has been said that Connecticut, therefore, receives an 
unfairly small proportion of the total appropriation and 
probably pays more in taxes than it receives In return. 
Whether or not this is true is not particularly important. 
Federal Aid in highway construction is well established, 
and it may be said that the State of Connecticut should 
participate in this work for two reasons : 

First, that each division of the United States has a cer- 
tain duty in the development of other sections ; and, second, 
that the money received by the State of Connecticut in 
business activities is not secured entirely within its bor- 
ders, but by trade with other States and other nations, 
and it is fair that we should co-operate in the development 
of these other communities that their business with us may 
increase. 

This Department carries on a considerable amount of 
work under the Federal Appropriation in spite of the small 
magnitude of the total sum. We have constructed in co- 
operation with the United States Bureau of Public Roads 
some rather remarkable pieces of construction, the most 
notable of which is the Federal Aid road from Glaston- 
bury to New London. Further than this, we have con- 
structed Federal Aid roads from Cheshire to New Haven ; 
Bethel to Bridgeport ; Norwich to Westerly ; and Danielson 
to East Killingly. The work under way under this appro- 
priation at the present time includes the completion of the 
main highway up the Housatonic Valley from New Milford 
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to Canaan and the replacement of the road from New 
Haven to Saybrook. 

At the beginning of the present fiscal term, it became 
evident that the Federal Aid money could be better ex- 
pended in the replacement of roads than, in the construction 
of new roads. An agreement was worked out whereby 
the portion of receipts from automobile fees allotted for 
replacements are added to the Federal Aid money and used 
in the construction of higher type surfaces on existing 
roads. Under the Federal Aid Act, we are also carrying 
on the work of collecting traffic information which will be 
of immense value to this and to other states in the solution 
of their highway problems. 

PAVEMENT Of TROLLEY AREA 

As stated, in our previous report, the last Legislature 
placed upon. this. Beftajtment or upon. the. Towa the re- 
sponsibility £00 paving between the t»&flk& of tth#.- Trolley 
Company. Ths; responsibility waft noli however, cleaidy 
fijced, and this- difficulty should be met, by s«»a modification; 
in the, present Ukv.. b» geoei<a], it, may be said that IJwe 
State, highway traffic does, not f g1}ow/ the trolley- area and, 
the responsibility for this- type of work should not b«. placed, 
upon the State Highway Department as, it. may b& con- 
sidered more properly a local improvement. 

PURCHASE OF MATERIAL 

In connection with construction work, we requira an im- 
mense amount of material particularly Portland cement, 
asphalt and tar. We have instituted the practice of pur- 
chasing cement on all contracts in order to save to the State 
discounts and dealers' commissions. During 1922 about 
220,000 bbls. were purchased direct from several manu- 
facturers. 

PEDESTRIANS 

Previous reports have mentioned the number of acci- 
dents to pedestrians due to the existence of the automobile. 
A careful regulation of pedestrian traffic alone would rem- 
edy this difficulty. The responsibility for the construction 
of sidewalks on the edge of the State highway is a grave 
question. In my opinion, this is not an activity which 
should be participated in by the State. The construction 
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of sidewalks, particularly in congested districts has always 
been considered a local improvement and generally has been 
charged against the abutting property. If the State is re- 
quired to construct sidewalks along the State highways, 
the amount of money appropriated for the actual construc- 
tion of roads will naturally and inevitably be materially 
reduced, and in my opinion, this practice should not be 
instituted, and any attempt to place the coat of construction 
of sidewalks upon the State should be opposed. 

BRIDGES AND FERRIES 

This Department recommended the discontinuance of toll 
bridges before the. legislature of 1921, and 1 can' see no 
reason' to- change cam opinion in this matter. In other 
words, I db> not think that toll bridges' should continue to 
exist. I before they should be free to all classes: of traffic- 
itnd that 13m east of the maintenance of these bridges be 
made a direct charge, on the State. The collection of these 
tolls is rather ax oaeroas duty, and while the sum of money 
eoQectsed each year is large; it is. not a very material portion 
of the Stated rvreroe- The money i* not directly applied 
to the maintenance or construction of highways, but is re- 
turned to the State as one source of general income. The 
gradual increase in the number of automobiles with the 
resultant fees will return to the State more money than 
that lost if the toll bridges are discontinued. 

So far as the ferries are concerned, the charge for cross- 
ing the river on a ferry boat should be continued because 
if the ferries are free people will demand more service than 
can be fairly required with resulting inconvenience and 
loss of money. At the present time the ferries operated at 
Hadlyme and Rocky Hill are a distinct liability on the 
State. They cost far more to operate than they return 
in ferriage charges, but in order that the communities may 
be served, these ferries must be continued and must be run 
at a loss since we cannot collect from 'those crossing the 
river a sufficient amount of money with any fair or reason- 
able ferriage that will pay the cost of operation. 

ACTIVITIES OF THE COMMISSIONER 

Your Commissioner has taken an active part in national 
highway affairs during the past four or five years with a 
feeling that the result to the State would be beneficial both 
in the advertising of the State and in the securing of in- 
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formation which will be of value in carrying on the State 
Highway Department's business. These activities include 
participation in discussions at different road conventions 
regarding the construction of roads, conferences here and 
there with educational boards and work in connection with 
the advancement of safety devices on the highways. I 
can see many future opportunities for the highway com- 
missioner to secure information regarding highway prac- 
tice which will be of value by going far afield from the 
actual duties in the State. 

CONCLUSION 

Connecticut may well be proud of its highway system 
and of the men and women who are administering the 
affairs of this Department. In spite of difficulties which 
arise from time to time in the carrying out of our business, 
we have secured from our employees a most faithful and 
diligent service, and the return for this service in no in- 
stances have been beyond what might be considered a fair 
and reasonable compensation. As a matter of fact, the 
amounts of salaries paid are remarkably small.
